Date Muffins. 


Sift together three c.ofuls of flour, a 


heaping tablnspconful of baking pow- 
der, a saltspoonful of salt nnd a tea- 
spoonful of sugar. Add one beaten egg 
to two cupfuls of milk, two tablespoon- 
fuls of melted butter and a cupful of 
se<xled and 
chopped dates. Mix and 


heat all well together and fill buttered, 
warm muffin-pans three-quarters 
full 


and bake about twenty^ minutes, de- 
pending upon the oven" Figs, prunes 
or raisins may be used Instead of the 
dates for a change. 


Blueberry Muffin*. 


Cream a cupful of sugar with a lump 


of biltter the size of an »gg. Have the 
butter soft or partly melted. Beat two 
•IRKS In A cupful of milk, mix two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and n salt- 
•poonful of sal: with two cupfuls of 
flour, and beat all together smoothly. 
Take a cupful of ripe blueberries, care- 
fully picked over and

Any disease, obscure and unusual in its mani- 


festations, is the cause of worry, both for the patient 
and the doctor. It is the fear of something intangible 
and mysterious that makes us dread certain form* 
of illness. 


The mention of rheumatism in connection with the name of som« 


persons known to yon as past middle life means nothing. You pass i* 
off a« of little consequence. Hut when-*-. 
you hear of rheumatism attacking a, 
child you prick up your eiirs because 
that la nnusual. 


Pome children hnve severe attacks of 


"•tiff neck." Other* hnve "St. Vltus's 
dance.'- Tonsllllls, and other forms of 
acute sort throat are observed In the 
very young. 


All such attacks must excite the sus- 


picion thnt the child possesses the. rbe.u- 
mntlc tendency. Any one of these trou- 
bles may mark the beginning of seri- 
ous rheumatic attack* 


The rheumatism In narly 
childhood 


must put you Tin your guard against the 
danger of heart Involvement. 


No matter how mild the attack of 


rheumatism Is. It may be followed by 
Inflammation of the lining of the heart. 
Thl». In turn, may result In serious dis- 
ease of the vtvlve* of the heart.

pains" must not be dismissed as un- 
worthy 'of attention.

In tu,rn. rheumatism may 
eventually mean' nome heart troutile.

ing on, in a wide territory, industrial controversies und strikes, out of 
which so much unlawful injury to private rights is possible, could as- 
semble its assets to be tisr-d therein free from liability for injuries by 
torts committeed In course of such utrikes. To remand persons in- 
jured to a suit agalrrst each of the 400.000 members to recover dam- 
ages no 1 to levy on his share of the strike fund wuuld be to leave them 
remediless."' 


What will >be tho effect of the decision? It will be to endanger 


the funds of every union •whenever a strike occurs within the member- 
thlp of the union. 
Moreover, it will place in a particular hazardous 


position banks owned in part by unions, co-operative factories con- 
trollfd by unions or any other form of union property.
